Family histories, 
family homes

Learning histories of families 
and their homes is an excellent 
way to understand one’s her- 
itage, 

To promote these legacies, the 
Andover Historical Society and 
the Andover Historical Commis- 
sion initiated a marker program 
for the town’s historic buildings.

conservation of soil and soil 
building practices by adding 
manure into the soil. 

Marion Henderson wrote a 
genealogy of the family and in 
the foreword written by Charles 
Farrington it reads, “I can look 
at pictures of grandfather’s fami- 
ly and recall riding high on a 
bulging load of hay and the won- 
drous excitement of uncovering 
a bar of sawdust-hidden ice in 
the ice house in mid-August. I 
can also remember getting rid of 
August field dirt down in the old 
swimming hole. In season con- 
trast, this history brings to mind 
riding in the work sleighs and 
the morning cold of the pine 
floors. I can still close my eyes 
and recall the wonderful kitchen 
smells of early morning break- 
fast with the hired men.”

seeded field, a tub built into the cellar floor 
for refrigeration, the stairway to the second 
floor of the barn, called the “chamber shed,” 
where the hired men slept, men cutting and 
storing ice from the river and the stone wall 
that separated the cold storage cellar from 
the manure cellar under the barn. 


An old picture shows a tool shed, an ice 
house, a wood shed and the outhouse on the 
back, all of which were torn down in 1957. Of 
the two barns visible in the photograph, only 
one survives. The older one was demolished 
last year when the property was once again 
subdivided. The last Henderson to own the 
property of 45 acres farmed it until it was 
sold in 1963. With the rising cost of farm 
operations, declining agricultural prices and 
the increasing tax rate, it became more 
attractive to sell West Andover farmland to 
developers for housing and industrial com- 
plexes than to farm. 


The Brown House is of Greek Revival 
style, dating to about 1830. Some of the names 
on early house records list Marland, Howe, 
French, Clark, Ballard and Mann. Then in 
1847 the property was deeded to Asa H. and 
Joseph Brown. Asa Brown was an express- 


man with the Ballard Vale and Boston 
Express Company and Joseph a harness 
maker. The sign that once advertised his 
business still hangs in the basement of the 
house where he carried on his trade. 

Asa Brown married Amanda Parker and 
Joseph married Lucy Parker, both of 
Cavendish, Vt., but they were not related. 
Joseph and Lucy had three daughters: Mar- 
cella, Julia and Mary. Marcella married 
Francis Kelly, a carriage maker, who worked 
in Ballard Vale when the machine shop oper- 
ated and they had two sons, Edward P. and 
Arthur W. Kelly. It was Arthur Kelly who 
owned the property until December 1981, but 
he had not lived in the house for many years. 

This house was originally a side-by-side 
duplex, two hallways, two stairways leading 
to the second floors and two more leading to 
the attics. The house had eight fireplaces 
originally; two of them, one in each side of 
the house, had beehive ovens. Summer 
kitchens, sheds and outhouses created first 
floor additions on the back and doors once 
opened to the dooryard. 


In 1981, when Bob and I purchased this old 
house, it had not been occupied in several 
years and was damaged and vandalized, but 
over the years we have lovingly restored our 
home with as few changes as possible.

(Continued from page 1) money for sustaining and improving it, 
according to Rep. Tucker. She has been 
disappointed in the lack of funding for 
the Chapter 188 school reform bill, 
which she helped rewrite. 

“We were on the road to real change 
and success,” she said. 
Time for a vacation 

Although Rep. Tucker would not be 
specific about her immediate career 
plans, she was quick to respond on 
plans in her private life. 

“I'm going to go skiing this winter 
out West for the first time,” she said. 

She and her husband, Dick, started 
skiing when their two boys, David and 
Mark, both now in college, were old 
enough to learn the sport. She and her 
husband went to the Balsams, in New 
Hampshire, a couple times and for a 
weekend last year to Mt.Sunapee. But 
in eight years there have not been

date that it’s time to do something 
else,” she said. 

“I didn’t take this defeat personally 
and I’m not crushed by it,” Rep. Tucker 
said. “I never defined Sue Tucker by 
my job as a state rep.” 

It was a very unusual election, she 
said. 

She told a story of one highly quali- 
fied state senator who lost to a new- 
comer to politics. The newcomer, in 
the middle of a League of Women’s Vot- 
ers organized debate, said he was tired, 
got up and went home, not even finish- 
ing the debate. 

“Many of my colleagues were 
defeated and they're all handling it in 
different ways,” she said. “But I’m not 
a lost soul.” 

Rep. Tucker said she was amazed at

the outpouring of support and grati- 
tude from Andover residents. 


“I just got hundreds of letters and 
flowers and calls and thank-you notes - 
just a real outpouring of gratitude 
from the community. It meant a great 
deal to me personally. I didn’t expect it 
and it was wonderful,” she said. 

The new Legislature won't be sworn 
in until January and until then the old 
Legislature, Rep. Tucker included, will 
continue to work. 

“We'll be there next week and 
maybe three more weeks,” she said. 

Rep. Tucker is working particularly 
hard on her own domestic violence bill, 
which would make arrest mandatory 
for violation of restraining orders and 
require treatment for batterers. She is 
also a strong supporter of the state- 
wide enhanced 911 emergency tele- 
phone system, which passed in the 
House this week and now goes before 
the Senate. 

She believes both bills can pass 
before the Legislature finishes this ses- 
sion and said she will work on them 
right up to the very end. 

“It’s my favorite thing to do,” she 
said. 

Constituents’ requests 

If you ever wondered what hap- 
pened to a complaint or idea after you 
contacted your legislator with it, Rep. 
Tucker can tell you. 

“Most legislators have some system 
of keeping track of requests,” she said. 

Hers happens to be a closet full of 
notebooks with logs of all those calls. 

“Some of them are quite bizarre and 
memorable,” she said. 

The calls range from people wanting 
to change the world and get rid of 
homelessness, “to the woman who 
called because her neighbor’s cat tin- 
kled on her lawn.” 

“She wanted to know if there was a 
leash law for cats,” Rep. Tucker said 
with a chuckle. 

Callers were generally divided into 
two groups and 95 percent of them 
were legitimate concerns, according to 
Rep. Tucker: ‘People who called with 
complaints but no ideas, and people

suggestions on how to improve things,” 
she said. 

She referred to those in the second 
group as her “civics hall-of-famers”: 
“People who were not necessarily sup- 
portive of Sue Tucker, but who wanted 
to help out,” she said. 

One hall-of-famer is Stephen Cohen, 
of 17 Olde Berry Road, who has had 
ideas on issues ranging from strength- 
ening drunk driving laws to feeding 
the hungry, according to Rep. Tucker. 

“It’s everyone's job to improve gov- 
ernment. You can’t just vote, then 
leave it to a few people,” she said. 
Women in government 

Only 4.5 percent of state legislators 
nationwide were women in 1971. That's 
increased to 18 percent in 1991, accord- 
ing to Rep. Tucker. 

“By about the year 2050 we'll have 
equal representation,” she predicted. 

Rep. Tucker became a representa- 
tive in in 1982, 

“When I first went in, it was 
assumed you were somebody’s aide,” 
she said. “And I saw that change. 

“Women have not had access to the 
inner circle of that power structure, 
but I did see that changing in the time 
that I was there,” Rep. Tucker said. “I 
think women by and large have won 
and earned that respect.” 

The U.S. Congress is still only about 
5 percent female, the biggest gains hav- 
ing been made in local government, 
according to Rep. Tucker. 

“It’s important to have women in 
government because they bring a dif- 
ferent perspective and different life 
experiences,” Rep. Tucker said. 

Rep. Tucker said she expects 
Charles Flaherty, the new speaker of 
the House, to appoint a number of 
women to leadership positions. 

She expected to be appointed as 
chairwoman of the education commit- 
tee, had she won re-election. 

“That’s one of the reasons I ran,” she 
said. “You can accomplish a lot more 
in a position of leadership. That isn’t 
any secret.”

the Legislature is “working with won- 
derful, hardworking colleagues,” 
according to Rep. Tucker. 

“There are far more honorable peo- 
ple up there than anybody expects,” 
she said. “On the other hand, there 
were a fair number of frauds.” 

Some of the issues 

“I believe that political leadership in 
this country is dismal,” Rep Tucker 
said. 

“Our health-care system is on the 
verge of collapse. 

“How we have come to accept thou- 
sands of homeless children and inade- 
quate schools and relentless violence 
on society — there aren't enough people 
who will stand up and tell people what 
they don’t want to hear.” 

She said she was wrongly labeled a 
“tax-and-spend Democrat.” 

“I think that was not a fair label,” 
she said. “I voted against taxes last fall 
and fought increases in the sales tax all 
winter.” 

Finally, last summer, she voted for 
the package to increase taxes. 

“T thought it was the only responsi- 
ble thing to do,” she said. “I certainly 
am supportive of the business commu- 
nity. I think I took a bad rap on this 
label.” 

One of Rep. Tucker’s biggest gripes 
is the bureaucracy in state govern- 
ment. 

“The bureaucracy drove me crazy,” 
she said. 

“I think it’s pathetic that people 
have to call their legislators to get 
action,” she said. 

“One of the mistakes I made was not 
going public with my frustrations.” 

She said she saw too much of state 
government protecting itself instead of 
helping people. 

But the issue most constituents 
relate Rep. Tucker to is her support of 
education. 

“Education is the issue that politi- 
cians love to talk about and do nothing 
about,” she said. 

Her major goal in office was making 
education a_priority and earmarking

many weekends when she could get 
away. 

“There was a parade every long 
weekend of my life,” she said, but 
added that she usually enjoyed the 
parades and other public events that 
took so much of her time. 

Her private life was even more hec- 
tic over the last six months of the cam- 
paign this year than at other times, she 
said. It was her husband, who is in the 
publishing business, who did the cook- 
ing and shopping and other chores 
around the house. 

“He always supported me,” she said. 

Mr. Tucker traveled a lot with his 
work when the children were younger 
and she was at home. During her time 
in office it was she who kept pretty 
busy and away,from the house. 

“It was really a my-turn your-turn 
situation,” she said. 

Her husband was at first hurt by her 
recent loss, according to Rep. Tucker. 

“I think he was angry at first 
because he knows how hard I worked 
and how much I put into this commu- 
nity,” she said. 

But now he’s anxious for her to 
move on, Rep. Tucker said.

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Keep pulpit 
out of parade 


Last Sunday’s parade through 
Atidover was meant to be fun, a Santa 
parade sponsored by Andover fire- 
fighters to entertain children and 
adults and to kick off the holiday sea- 
son, 

But one float in the parade, created 
by New England Bible Church, at 15 
Haverhill St., offended some people. 
The float included a large sign, “Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sin- 
ners,” and at the foot of the float there 
was a wall of mirrors with a sign, “Sin- 
ners like us.” In addition, a person 
dressed as Jesus walked near the float, 
and he was accompanied by two peo- 
ple dressed as guards, 

One woman who called the Towns- 
man to complain about the float said 
she was startled and offended when 
she saw her face in the mirror and 
read the message. She said the float 
made the parade inappropriate enter- 
tainment for children, 

Firefighter Lt. Walter Potvin, orga- 
nizer of the parade, was as surprised 
by the float as some others, Heretofore, 
the parade has not had a screening 
committee for floats. But Lt. Potvin 
said as a result of his “phone ringing 
off the hook” with complaints about 
the New England Bible Church float, 
next year’s parade will have a screen- 
ing committee for floats. 

Jim Garrity, youth pastor at New 
England Bible Church, said, “We’re 
just trying to tell folks the reason 
Christmas is celebrated, the fact that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to 
Save sinners, We are all sinners. I’m 
sorry that folks were offended, but we 
aren’t ashamed of the message.” 

We may all be sinners, but an all- 
community parade is not the appropri- 
ate forum to push that message. 

Lt. Potvin said one woman told him 
some children in town aren’t allowed 
to participate in the annual event 
because it has been called a “Christ- 
mas parade,” Lt. Potvin said the fire- 
fighters don’t want to offend anyone 
and most likely in the future the 
parade will be called something like 
holiday or season or winter parade, 

We think a new name for the parade 
is a good idea, And Lt. Potvin made a 
good decision in deciding to form a 
screening committee for floats next 
year. That way the firefighters can 
define what this parade is and what its 
message is,

For more photos of the steeple returning to its 


Not just another cowboy-Indian western

The hit film of the holiday season 
and perhaps the best film of the year 
is Kevin Costner’s “Dances with 
Wolves.” 
This is not 
just anoth- 
er “cow- 
boy and 
Indian” 
western 
that pre- 
sents Native Americans as savages 
worthy only of destruction. Instead, 
Mr. Costner contrasts the values of 
the Lakota (Sioux) people to those of 
our dominant white culture with our 
culture coming out the loser, 
“Dances with Wolves” holds par- 
ticular poignancy for those of us who 
have worked with high school stu- 
dents from the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion while they lived and attended 
school in Andover for four weeks 
this fall. The Pine Ridge Reservation 
is one of the areas to which the Lako- 
ta people were restricted shortly 
after the events in the film took 
place, Just like Lt. Dunbar, Mr. Cost- 
ner’s protagonist, we have come to 
appreciate the beauty of Lakota cul- 
ture with its simple honesty and 
respect for human dignity. But 
again, just like-Lt. “Dunbar, we have 


also come to realize the destruction 
caused by white culture upon the 
Lakota people. Such destruction is 
not restricted to the past. The stu- 
dents taught us that Lakota culture 
has managed to persevere albeit in a 
damaged state. It continues to be 
marred by overt hostility and not so 
benign neglect. 

The Senate Select Committee on 
Indian Affairs recently conducted a 
study of spending related to Indian 
affairs for the fiscal period between 
1975 and 1991. The report showed 
that Indians have suffered the deep- 
est cuts in federal spending when 
compared to all other people, While 
education spending has risen 1.27 
percent annually since 1975 for all 
other Americans, Indian education 
spending has dropped 3.4 percent 
every year. 

Health spending for all other 
Americans has gone up 6.37 percent 
annually while Indian health expen- 
ditures have risen only 3.53 percent 
annually, Housing expenditures for 
all other Americans have increased 
2.7 percent per year while Indian 
housing spending has decreased 9.18 
percent annually,

above statistics clearly give us rea- 
son to transform our empathy into 
action. For the Sioux, their primary 
current objective is to regain the 
Black Hills, which was taken from 
them in 1877. U.S. Senator Bill 
Bradley of New Jersey has legisla- 
tion pending that would give all fed- 
eral land in the Black Hills back to 
the Sioux. This would give them 
their sacred land as well as territory 
to develop economically if they 
choose, 

Letters can be sent to our U.S. sen- 
ators, representatives and President 
Bush, asking them to support the 
Bradley bill. We should also make 
our politicians aware that it is unac- 
ceptable to cut programs that aid 
Indian people. To do less would be to 
relegate the Lakota to historical fig- 
ures portrayed only in films and text 
books. A living culture deserves 
much more,

She questioned whether the AEA mem- 
bers, most of whom are local business men 
and women, would treat their own employ- 
ees with the same lack of respect and cour- 
tesy. Ms. Szarzynski also questioned whether 
Mr. Johnson would treat other contracts as 
lightly as he did hers. 

“If I was a person renting the facility, (1 
would question), ‘Are they going to honor 
these contracts? Are they going to continue 
with the shows?” Ms. Szarzynski said. 

Ms. Collins said none of the three employ- 
ees had contracts, but said there was a “letter 
of agreement” with each.

“There’s nobody waiting in the wings to 
fill these spots,” he said. “There will be staff 
increases down the road,” he said, but he 
added that they would not be this calendar 
year. 

Ms. Szarzynski admitted she was upset 
and venting her anger at being “terminated.” 

“I’m pretty upset. I lobbied very hard to 
get (Mr. Johnson) hired. This is the man who 
told me I'd be his best friend,” she said. 

Ms. Szarzynski moved to Andover from 
Boston this summer when she accepted the 
job at the Collins Center. Over Thanksgiving 
she managed to borrow enough money from 
family and friends to get her through Decem- 
ber. 

“It’s embarrassing,” she said. 

She is not sure if she will stay in the area. 

“T would love to stay. I’ve made a lot of 
friends here,” she said. 

Center’s future 

The staff cuts should not affect the opera- 
tions of the Collins Center, its relationship 
with the schools or its current schedule, 
according to Ms. Collins. 

But the center will depend on a lot of work 
from its lean staff and assistance from volun- 
teers to get it through the next several 
months, she said. 

“Thankfully, Kelly is committed, works 
long hours and has a lot of energy,” she said. 

Volunteers have offered to help with ticket 
sales, advertising sales and administrative

Mr. Johnson said he hopes the 
lower prices will stimulate more interest and 
boost sales. 

“The fact that we took this strong action 
doesn’t mean our problems are eliminated, 
but that we're addressing them,” Mr. John- 
son said. 

On the brighter side, the Christmas show 
on Dec. 7 with Pat Boone is selling well, 
according to Ms. Collins.

“A lot of us played with Sean in junior 
high,” said Fodor, “He’s a great com- 
petitor.

Emotional start 

Andover was an animated bunch in 
the locker room before the game. 

“You can never be sure,” said 
Collins. “Kids sometimes holler and 
scream to cover up their nervousness, 
but I had a sense we were ready to play 
football.” 

Central’s opening kickoff came up 
short, Dodge fielding the ball and run- 
ning it back to

“Tt shifted the tenor of the game our 
way right off the bat,” added Collins. 
“Tt was the kind of emotional break 
that lifts a team.” 

Central returned the favor by fum- 
bling the ball back to AHS almost 
immediately, Will Lowry making the 
recovery at the Red Raiders’ 33, 

It took the home team just three 

“plays to deliver, the first being a 19 
yard pass from Perry to junior half- 
back Jim Landry who made a great 
sliding catch. 

Dave Blank powered 11 yards for his 
10th touchdown and 60th point of the 
season, and Hammond followed with 
the first of his two perfect PAT place- 
ments to make it 7-0. 

That score stuck until early in the 
final quarter, when AHS sophomore 
punter Steve Shepard helped set up the 
insurance TD. 

“We consider punting and kick cov- 
erage a part of our defense,” said Iar- 
robino. “Stevie did a great job. In fact, 
when he came off the field after his 
first punt I told him ‘great defense.” 

Shepard, who punted four times for 
a lofty 37-yard average with no returns 
by CCHS, pinned Central deep in its 
territory midway through the third 
period and forced a Raiders’ punt that 
came up short.

On fourth-and-4 from that point, Per- 
ry hit Hammond with a short pass at 
the eight and the strong 6'1”, 205-pound 
possession receiver dragged a couple 
Central tacklers to the two. 

Insurance TD 

Dodge bucked the line for a yard, 
then scored his first touchdown of the 
season on a one-yard plunge. 

Hammond split the uprights with 
his 20th conversion kick, and team- 
high 70th point, for a 14-0 lead with 7:47 
to play. 

Central took Hammond's subse- 
quent deep kickoff and broke free for a 
50-yard return, with Hammond himself 
eventually riding the ballcarrier out of 
bounds at the AHS 45. 

After a major penalty for spearing 
moved the ball closer there were 
uneasy feelings of deja vu on the And- 
over sidelines, 

“It was a flashback to last year,” 
agreed Hammond, 

Central won the ‘89 game by using a 
long kickoff return and major penalty 
against Andover to move into field goal 
range for Glenn Lacroix. 

But this season was different, Jeff 
Hurley making his first interception 
and then following an Andover fumble 
with another crucial pass theft. 

“That eliminated any chance they 
had,” said Collins, 

“That was typical of the way we 
played at the end of the season,” said 
Hammond. “When something went 
against us we sucked it up and played 
tougher. We weren’t going to repeat 
last Thanksgiving.” 

Dodge had several key tackles and a 
pass deflection near the end, while 
Matt Perry produced interception No. 3 
to preserve the shutout. It was also 
AHS’ 19th interception of the season. 

Andover finished with advantages 
in first downs (7-4), yards rushing (109- 
66), yards passing (82-46) and total 


yardage from scrimmage (191-112). 

“An impressive way to finish the 
season,” said Collins. 
Rocky start 

“It was a satisfying season,” said 
Hammond, a standout baseball catcher 
whose sights are set on Division 1-AA 
football at a Yankee Conference school 
such as URI or UMass. “We got off to a 
shaky start by losing to Chelmsford (16- 
12), a team we (seniors) haven’t beaten 
in our high school careers. 

“When we beat Billerica I thought 
we were back up, but then Tewksbury 
destroyed us (31-6). It was a hot day, 
and we didn’t have Dave Blank or 
Mark Dodge, but that’s no excuse. That 
team wasn’t 25 points better than us. 

“Coach Collins let us have it (verbal- 
ly) after that game, and ever since then 
we've been flying,” said Hammond. 

“We definitely weren’t as ready as 
the teams we played early in the sea- 
son,” said Collins. “The schedule and 
(hot) weather didn’t work in our favor, 
either. But we improved steadily every 
week, and once we put the whole thing 
together there was no team better.” 

Tewksbury ended up winning the 
league by one game, 9-1-0 overall, and 
faces Peabody in the Division 1 Super 
Bowl this Saturday at Foxboro Stadi- 
um. 

“Tewksbury deserves it,” said 
Collins. “They handed our heads to us. 
They were by far the better team that 
day, but they also caught us at the right 
time. I wish them luck this week.” 

“We moved the ball all right early in 
the season, but most times when we 
were in close we couldn’t punch the 
ball across,” explained Fodor, a discus 
thrower on the spring track team. 

“It’s tough to compare this year’s 
defensive team with last year’s,” said 
Iarrobino, “Last year we had more 
speed, with a kid like Joe Licata at nose 
and players like (Dave) Tucker, (Jeff) 
Driscoll and (Paul) Lembo at lineback- 
er. Licata was 210 pounds but he could 
move. At ends, Hunter Lochmann was 


a great pass-rusher and Brian Donnel- 
lan was also very quick. 

“This year’s team is bigger and 
stronger overall. It’s the hardest-hit- 
ting group we’ve had.” 

It’s also close-knit, many of the play- 
ers spending last Sunday at the Car- 
leton family condo in Vermont. 

“T think we’re better than last year,” 
said Fodor. “The offensive line was 
together since our sophomore year. 
Everyone thought we’d be lacking at 
the skill positions with Johnny Thomp- 
son and Dave Tucker gone. But look 
what Brett Hammond and Dave Blank 
did.” 

Hammond scored 70 points and 
caught a near single-season team 
record 55 passes for 554 yards, includ- 
ing eight for touchdowns, while Blank 
scored 60 points and rushed for 893 
yards including 90 on 19 carries against 
Central. 

The existing AHS mark for recep- 
tions in one year is 57 by Paul Farn- 
ham. 

Quarterback Matt Perry, mean- 
while, completed 86-of-128 passes (67.2 
per cent) for 1,167 yards, 11 touchdowns 
and two conversions. He was intercept- 
ed just six times. 

Next year 

“We lose our shirt next year,” said 
Collins. “But we had good freshman (9- 
0-0) and JV (7-1-0) teams. “I think we'll 
be respectable.” 

The whole offensive line graduates, 
except for Erik Greenstein, and the 
only returning regular in the backfield 
will be Jim Landry. 

Ryan Kelly and Greenstein will be 
veterans on defense. 

“We have some very decent reserves 
in the offensive backfield,” said 
Collins. “We'll need a game-breaking 
runner to emerge from the pack. You 
can’t win without one. There are some 
definite possibilities in the group.”

Night will be held Thursday, Dec. 6 at 7 
p.m. in the Collins Center. 

Instead of a sitdown dinner, there 
will be an awards program followed by 
a coffee and dessert reception.

1,800 runners come out for Feaster Five race

A close finish, sunny weather, tem- 
peratures in the forties, lots of compa- 
ny and 1,500 apple pies-to-go made And- 
over the place to be Thanksgiving 
morning for the over 1,800 runners 
who took part in the Feaster Five Road 
Race.

Recycling 


Many firms are making 
recycling efforts 


By Virginia Cole 

The punch line from last 
week’s column was left off that 
article so I will repeat it for you 
here. “If you sometimes wonder 
why other towns aren’t as far 
along in recycling as Andover is, 
the answer is that they don’t 
have Margaret Pustell.” 

The news seems to be full of 
recycling efforts of all kinds and 
in many places. Probably the 
most exciting is the increasing 
number of nationwide compa- 
nies that are getting involved. 
Rubbermaid Inc. has been trying 
to use polystyrene foam in its 
manufactured products. The 
firm has met with initial prob- 
lems in trying to collect the foam 
clean enough to remelt and 
reuse. 

Plastics Again in Leominster 
has had trouble getting foam that 
was free from food and the poor 
quality has been discouraging to 
Rubbermaid. Now polystyrene 
recyclers are turning to school 
and industrial cafeterias where 
students and workers seem more 
agreeable to really sorting plas- 
tic from garbage so that the pro- 
cess can be economical. Natural 
Polystyrene has signed up the 
Los Angeles school system to 
deliver plastic to its doors. New 
methods of compressing the 
foam are being developed and 
the future looks good for recy- 
cling in this direction. We must 


renew our efforts in our schools 
so that the Leominster plant can 
continue. 

DART Container Corp. has 
opened a polystyrene recycling 
plant in Florida, The company 
will work with a university and 
a food service distributor to col- 
lect plastic for recycling. They 
also have similar plants in 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and 
Ontario, Canada. 

The University of Toledo has 
documented 100 major uses for 
vinyl recycled bottles in con- 
struction, consumer products 
and industrial applications. Most 
applications were for durable 
goods, not disposables. 

Our own Waste Management 
has introduced an advanced sort- 
ing classifier in Florida. This 
“super sorter,” which resembles 
a player piano, separates fully 
commingled trash, including 
newspaper, garbage, glass and 
metals, into a variety of goods 
ready for final baling and sale. 


Green Bay Packaging is mak- 
ing cardboard boxes that are not 
completely white from recycled 
paper and have commitments 
from Xerox and International 
Business Machines to buy them. 
These materials have a speckled 
appearance, I am really pleased 
that corporate America can 
stand speckles'in its office supply 
boxes.

to be waking up to,” said Peter Dillard, 
an occupational physician working out 
of Winchester Hospital and the Wilm- 
ington Health Center. 

x Dr. Dillard, who lives on Pasho 
Street, trained as a general practition- 
er and then as an emergency room 
physician. He received his medical 
degree from Albany Medical College in 
New York and a master’s degree in 
public health from Harvard Medical 
School. 

“As I was working in the emergency 
room (in a small industrial town in 
Maine) I saw that most of the injuries I 
was treating happened in the facto- 
ries,” Dr. Dillard said. 

Dr. Dillard sees patients who come 


\-~in on their own initiative, but many 


are referred to his office by companies 
where he has contracts. One such com- 
pany is an asbestos removal firm in the 
area. Dr. Dillard regularly examines 
all the employees there, measuring 
their lung capacity and other respirato- 
ry-tract functions. He also performs 
on-site inspections of the worker's 
environment to ensure safe conditions 
are maintained. 

One walk-in case Dr. Dillard has 
been following is a women who works 
in an architectural firm. She developed 
bursitis due to typing on a large, shoul- 
der-height, blue-print sized typewriter. 
» Because the woman was typing with 
no elbow and arm support and she had 
no standard carriage return and had to 
reach up and turn it by hand, she 
developed neck, shoulder and arm 
pain, said Dr. Dillard. 

Many of his patients suffer from 
muscular and skeletal maladies. The 
growing number of people working at 
computers has increased the number 
of patients Dr. Dillard treats with back 
and neck pain and a related condition 
called carpal tunnel syndrome, which 
is pain from repeated small moments 
that have irritated joints and nerves.

“Machines are so poorly designed. 
Engineers are just now starting to 
make machines with the human body 
in mind,” he said. 

Another common Workplace prob- 
lem Dr. Dillard sees is “sick building 
syndrome.” The problem is due to the 
increasing number of buildings that 
are sealed up and recirculate air 
through heating and air conditioning 
systems. 

One effect of reduced circulation is 
a buildup of carbon dioxide. Though

levels very rarely reach toxic amounts, 
people can become drowsy and develop 
headaches, even at levels labeled safe 
by the Occupational Safety Hazard 
Administration. 

Dr. Dillard said one easy way for 
people to increase the levels of oxygen 
and decrease the levels of carbon diox- 
ide in their workplaces is to place 
green plants in their offices. 

“Plants use up carbon dioxide and 
give off oxygen,” he said. 

Dr. Dillard also does court work in 
his practice. He has been called to testi- 
fy as an expert witness in numerous 
worker compensation cases that have 
gone to court. 

“I try to be as prepared as possible 
when I go in to testify. The opposing 
lawyers really try to rip you apart,” he 
said. 

Dr. Dillard would like to see work- 
places improve, but he believes the 
trend in this country is going the oppo- 
site way. 

“The United States is really way 
behind in research and improving 
workplaces,” he said. 

Although some industries have 
made headway, he said employers have 
a long way to go. 

r. Dillard recently moved to 
Andover with his wife, Susan Lambert, 
also an occupational physician. The 
couple live at 26 Pasho St. with their 15- 
month-old son, Samuel. Dr. Dillard has 
two other sons, Carl and Noah, from a 
previous marriage. Carl is a student at 
the University of Massachusetts and 
Noah attends high school in Maine, 
where he lives with his mother.

“The first thing that has to be done 
is to get Mark (McQuillan) here and sit 
him down with the committee and see 
what approach we want to take,” Mr, 
Salazar said. 

One of the attributes Dr. McQuillan 
brought with him from the Beverly 
school system, where he was assistant 
superintendent for four years, was his 
experience with recruiting teachers 
and administrators in that community, 
said Mr. Salazar. 

He said Andover will recruit both 
in-house and out-of-town applicants. 

“The status of the Andover school 
system is partly attributed to the talent 
of the administrators we have here 
today,” he said. 

Mr. Salazar anticipates community 
involvement in the search process in 
the form of a screening committee or 
perhaps open interviews of the final 
ists. 

The process for hiring new princi- 
pals most likely will begin with adver- 
tisements of official vacant posts dur 
ing the spring, said Mr. Salazar. A 
screening committee, if necessary, 
would be chosen and would review 
applications during early summer 
Committee members would hope to 
have a candidate for each opening by 
July 1.
